Introduction 

Botanical gardens are the original centers ofbiological 
specific riches of city fauna due to a variety of floristic 
groupings. In particular, it is confirmed with previous 
researches of one of co-authors in the O. Fomin Botanical 
Garden of Kyiv Taras Shevchenko National University 
(Verves, 2003). 

M. M. Gryshko National Botanical Garden of 
the National Academy of Sciences of Ukraine founded in 
1936, with total area 1.3 km 2 (120 hectares) and contains 
about 13.000 species and forms of trees, shrubs, flowers 


and other plants from all over the world. This territory 
placed on Pechersk Hills at right bank of Dnipro River in 
borders of Kyiv. The territory of the garden is divided into 
floristic complexes, such as Ukrainian Carpathians, Plains 
of Ukraine, Crimea, Caucasus, Central Asia, Altai and 
Western Siberia, Far East. In every zone plants typical for 
particular region can be found. Geography and landscape 
of each territory were recreated as well.

Material and methods 

795 specimens from 34 species of calliphorids, 
1258 specimens from 37 species of sarcophagids and 14 
specimens from 5 species of rhinophorids were collected 
by us using an entomological sweep-net in the different 
parts of M. M. Gryshko National Botanical Garden in 2006. 
The preparation and identification of flies were made with 
using a stereomicroscope Leica M205C. All specimens 
deposed in collection of Branch of Ecological Monitoring, 
Institute for Evolutionary Ecology, National Academy of 
Sciences of Ukraine. The local distribution data are given 
in alphabetical order.
